(WO02/07O728 A2) does not teach or fairly suggest a method for analyzing "the presence of a bacter^ pa^oge 
sample" comprising determining whether the quantity of a pathogen-specific sequence exceeds a "predetermined cut off value m 
total nucleic acid, total DNA or total RNA of the clinical sample. 

Claims 1-8 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
